a horse, driving horses with sores, driving bogs 
with poles having spikes at the end, beating 
horses with clubs, whipping a child with a bar- 
rel-stave, driving a horse to death, breaking legs 
of animale, dererting them, and scalding live 
hogs. The report concluded with an invitation 
to the County Board to visit the Society at its 
rooms.

THE FREE LIBRARY. 

A regular meeting of the Directors of the 
Chicago Free Library was held in the Library 
Rooms, corner of Wabash avenue and Madison 
street, yesterday afternoon. The Hon. Thomas 
Hoyne presided, ana there were present the fol- 
lowing members of the Board: Messrs. An- 
thony, Queal, Onahan, Raster, Rosenthal, 
Shorey, Mason, and the Librarian. 

The latter officer was instructed to pay the 
charges on books donated to the Library by 
Mr. -Kielholtz, of New York. 

A letter from Mr. Seaton in reference to the 
building was referred to a committee consisting 
of the Librarian and Mr. Rosenthal. 

Mr. Blackner, of Oak Park, sent in a commu- 
nication which advocated the granting of the 
privileges of the Free Library to persons resid- 
ing out of the city, but who were engaged in 
business tberein.. 

This evoked considerable discussion, but the 
matter was finally referred to the Committee on 
Rules. 

A report relative to buildings and 8, 
submitted by Mr. Queal, was 2 
President. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
were instructed to increase the amount of in- 
surance on the Library's books to $10,000, and 
on the fixtures to the same amount. 

The following figures, showing the amount of 
expenditure in conducting the Library, are taken 
from the report of the Committee on Adminis- 
tration: Librarian's salary, $4,000; Secretary, 
Mr. Wickersham, $1,200;. Messrs. Kreiger and 
Kiss, $10,000 each; Mr. Anthony, Mr. Vailing, 
Mies Manchester, Miss Westcott, $600 each; 
Misses Dorland, Bristol, Wade and Lamb, $500 
each; two janitors, each; total, $13,200. 
The total number of periodicals now in the 
Library was stated at 329; papers, 93. Ihe re- 
port was accep 

The Committee op Library made a report on 
the estimates of expenditure for the coming 
year. They found, after careful examination, 
that the actual expenditures at the present rates 
would be $26,000, as f we: Salaries, $13,200 ; 
insurance, $500; rent, $5,000; water, of etc., 
$1,300; publishing and binding, $10,000; peri- 
odicals, $2,500. 

The Board agreed to ask $2,500 appropriation 
for geveral purposes and $2,400 for magazines 
and periodicals. 

Mr. Ouaban offered a resolution inviting the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and heads of Departments of 
the City Government to fix a day for visiting 
and inspecting the Public Library, which was 
carried. 

Some few unimportant matters were then dis- 
posed of and the Board adjourned.

A WORD OF WARNING. 

Prof. Patton went on. He did not see how the

BOUND TO FINISH. 

Prof. Patton said he had talked eleven hours, 
and could hardly stand up, but as his friends 
had desired an adjournment on account of his 
health, and it had been denied, he would not 
take it now, but would close his argument before 
he sat down.

If so, an atheist 
could be considered as in good and r ar 
standing in the Christian Church. He did not 
wish it understood that he was saying that the 
Presbyterian urch would not tolerate any- 
body who would not admit the federal headship 
of Adam. The Presbyterian Chu ‘would not 
and could not live as an organization if its min- 
isters did not love her doctrines enough to stand 
by them and require one another to adhere to 
—— and love them. 

THE Issve. 

The case was a typical one, and, in settling it, 
the Presbytery must give its judgment upon the 
issue whether the Presbyterian Church hada 
creed or whether broad-churchism without limit 
was to be the policy of the future. In deter- 
mining it, they should leave Prof. Swing and 
Prof. Patton ont, and view the evidence alone. 
The eyes of the Presbyterian Church were 
upon them. Never had there been a time in her 
history when men looked more anxiously upon a 
judicial proceeding than they did upon this one. 
Presbyterians throughout the land were — 
whether, when the trial came, the Church woul 
be true to her standards; whether the flag of 
Presbyterianism would be kept at the mast-head, 
and not brought to the deck.

THEOLOGICAL ORATORY. 

Prof. Patton’s style of oratory is a noteworthy 
illustration of the well-known fact that the de- 
livery of a speaker is in keeping with his senti- 
ments. The learned prosecutor's delivery is the 
natural costume of his doctrines. While his 
smile is doubtless the best that can be done in 
that line by one of his cheerless creed, his ges- 
tures are those of a man who is forcing upon the 
attention what ww abhorrent to reason and re- 
pulatve to good sense. They indicate that lie is 
making a fist of it. The hand that does not 


hold the book shows its knuckles to the best 


(or worst) advantage. Five of these knuckles 
protrude with all their emaciated angu- 
larity, thus appropriately setting forth the 
five points of Calvinism, which are now 
intrusted to the ehampionship of this valiant: 
young divine. His right fist goes round about 
with an energy and velocity which indicate how 
much more. successful the owner of that arm 
would have been as a pugilist than he can ever 
hope to become asa preacher of the meek and 
lowly Jesus, who, by the way, was frequently ar- 
raigned for what the Pattonistic Jews regarded 
as ‘‘equivocal language in respect to funda- 
mental doctrines” of the Jewish Church, 
and was finally crucified, not so much be- 


‘cause of what He taught, as because He 


did not teach what the ecclesiastical 


‘authorities wanted Him to teach. In fact, the 


gesticulation of the sacred orator quite comporte 
with the position and prerogatives of one who 
believes that he is called to throw the bolts 
of the Almighty, and deal damnation round 
the land on whom” he (Patton) judges His 
(God's) foe. He also whacks his little note- 
book, often extinguishing a word or the latter 
half of a sentence by the “apostolic 
blow.” Sometimes he becomes so animated 
that he kicks. This may come of 
a feeling of resentment toward the thick 
bosses of the Presbytery’s buckler. In 
short, while uttering the sentiments of what 


he calls his heart, the sacred orator reminds one 


of nothing so much as an infant terner during 
the first night on duty. Perhaps, as he grows 
older, he may sleep sounder, the time may 
come when he will be as difficult to alarm as his 
more experienced companiong on watch, who 
have learned to be as economical of their bark 
as they are tenacious of their peace of mind. 
But now he is youthful and scary, fancies every 
footstep to be that of a robber who has designs 
upon the faith once delivered to him for safe- 
keeping, and confounds the Psalms of David at 
the Fourth Church with the blowing of the 
horn that is to demolish the walls of the Pres- 

byterian Jericho. 

It is this fussy alertness which gives him the 
sound of a logician to the ears of the uneducated. 
He knows the five points, and all the rest of the 
points, of the Westminster, Confession as a lad 
knows his multiplication-table, and he can recite 
them with all the glibness and devoutness with 
which the good Catholic counta her beads. This 
is the result of memory and industry, not of 
genius or astuteness. He may think he is a trip- 
bammer, but he is only a tack-hammer. The 
real trip-hammer is the man who answered and 
demolished him on Friday. 

If the reader will, at his next opportunity, 


compare the tone of Prof. Patton with that of 


Prof. Swing in uttering the word God, he will 
feel the force of our remarks, as well as dis- 
cover à test by which to designate a preacher's 
echool of theology. Who would expect to hear 
William Eilery Channing preach in the elocution 
of John Calvin, or our young brother Patton 
„declare the whole counsel of God” in the 
winning intonations of the late veteran Presbyte- 
rian orator, Dr. Guthrie? And if this question of 
elocution is one of temperament, and spiritual 
fabric, and intellectual formation, how can a 
man believe with the belief of another man any 
more than he can utter his belief with another 
man's cadences and accent ? 0

ing the effect upon Prof. Patton's delivery of 
Prof. Swing’s diction. It is certainly 2 
very noteworthy fact that the only time when, 
in either phraseology or elocution, the prosecu- 
tor sounds like 2 Christian is when he 
reads extracts from the sermons of the accused 
to prove that they are unchristian | Then, and 
then only, is there any bgeak in the acridity of 
his rhetoric, or any interruption ‘in the tack- 
hammer tone of his voice. The language so 
foreign to his lips seems to act upon them like 
the spell of 6 benignant wizard. The spirit of 
the heretio-burner appears for the moment to be 
exorcised. The pugilistic gegtures subside, the 
fist relaxes, the inflections lose their snarl. The 
new spirit is contagious. The audience shares 
init.

PATTON ON HEATHEN. 

Prof. Patton, in his summing up of the evi- 
„has defined himself 
in the matter of justification,—e position which 
was necessitated by Prof. Swing’s charitable 
commiseration for the heathen and his kindly 
benefit of a doubt whether Penelope and Soc- 


rates and John Stuart Mill have been consigned 


to eternal damnation because their ideas were 
not squared by the Westminster Confession of 
Faith, a document of which the two former were 
quite ignorant as well as of the Holy Scriptures. 
Says Prof, Patton, in substance: H the 
heathen can be saved by their good works, and 
if their morality can bring them into the King- 
dom of God, what do the missionary societies 
mean? Why is it necessary to go to India to 
carry Christianity to the Buddhists? Why did the 
Apostle Paul feel himself called upon to go and 
preach to the cultivated people of Athens?“ 
This style of reasoning may be set down as a 
Pattonism,—a development of one of his own 
theories,—and most people would be disposed 
to let him answer his cunningly-contrived ques- 
tions himself. Fortunately, however, the an- 
swers are ready at hand. Christ himself has 
indicated that there is a possibility others be- 
sides his immediate followers may be saved. 
Other sheep I have which are not of this fold.” 
Paul, who was a very Zealous theologian, and 
whose authority stands much higher than Prof. 


Patton’s, defines himself very clearly on this 


point: “When the Gentiles who have not 
the law do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, those having not the 
law are s law ‘unto themselves, and 
the doers of the law shall be justified.” This is 
exactly the position which Prof. Swing takes. 
He has followed Paul's theology, aad, if this 
does not square with Prof. Patton's theology, so 
much the worse for Prof. Patton. Paul's doc- 
trines have been known and read of men for 
nearly two thousand years, and have never been 
impeached ; and it is hardly likely that Prof. 
Patton will undertake it at this late day. This 
doctrine of Paul's not only applies to the point 
in issue, but it conveys some very important 
suggestions relative to the questions which Prof. 
Patton propounds, and which he intended 
as interrogatories which would bring the 
fallacies and absurdities of Prof. Swing’s 
teachings into the clearest possible /light. 
We do not presume to declare what effect 
they may have upon the Presbytery, but the great 
public outside of the jury will form an opinion 
something like this: There is a possibility that 
the heathen whose works are good and whose 
lives are exemplary may be saved. When, there- 
fore, missionary effort is directed to the propa- 
gation of a certain faith, and justification by 
that faith alone, itis possible that missionary 
effort is wrong, because, by preaching the Gospel 
to the heathen, an opportunity is certainly given 
them to reject it, and, after having been made 
acquainted with the doctrine, then, if they reject 
however éxemplary or good they may 
be, according to Prof. Patton's theology 
they are damned; whereas, if the mis 
sionaries, had kept away from them, there 
was & prospect they might have been saved by 
being doers of the law.” Looking at the mat- 
ter from Prof. Swing's and Paul's standpoint, 
there is a possibifity that missionary effort may 
be unnecessary so far as justification is con- 
cerned. Locking at it from Prof. Patton's 
standpoint, there is a very strong possibility that 
missiovary effort based upon justification by 
faith alone may be wrong. It being the case, 
according to the authority of Paul, which 
Prof. Patton ‘will’ not question, that the 
heathen, who know not the law but do 
by nature the things contained in the 
law, will be justified, he is certainly 
warranted in asking why missionaries are sent to 
the heathen. It is a very natural question. And 
the question also is very natural—If man is jus- 
tified by faith alone, why may not a very bad man 
have faith, and why may not such a system of 
theology be maintained quite irrespective of 
morality at all? The prosecutor has not only 
arraigned Prof. Swing, but he has also arraigned 
the Apostle Paul. As Prof. Swing says in his 
admirable argument before the Presbytery, the 
Scripture was announced before the Confession 
of Faith was formulated, and the only avenue of 
escape for the faithful is to insert marginal 
references in future editions of the Bible direct- 
ing attention to Prof. Patton’s explanations.

OUR JUSTICES’ COURTS. 

Probably in no State in the Union is justice 
administered in the higher courts with more im- 
partiality, or in the lower courts with less, than 
in Illinois. Our Justices of the Peace now have 
jurisdiction of nearly all classes of civil actions 
in which the sum claimed, or value involved, 
does not exceed $200. They have power enough 
to be formidable to the working classes and the 
small capitalists. They ought to be. if not fair 
lawyers, at least not mere *‘ venders of favorable 
judgments” to all who choose to bring grist to 
their mill. Many of them would be fair Jus- 
tices under any other system than that ingen- 


ious series of contrivances for corrupting the 


administration of justice in small causes which 
our Legislature has fastened upon them. But. 
so long as this system exists, it is safe to say 
that a proper self-respect makes it the true 
course of one or the other litigant in every cause 
brought before a Justice’s Court in Ghicago to 
ee judgment to go against him without con- 

test, appeal to the Circuit Court, me eee 
his cause for the first time. 

Our Justice is, of course, paid by his fees. 
His inducement to hold his office is the money 
he can make out of it, as it has long since been 
recognized that the office involves no honor, and 
is an effectual bar to advancement in politics or 
inlaw. The amount of his fees depends on the 
number of suitors he draws to his court, and his 
retention of the business of any suitor depends 
on the fidelity with which he serves that suitor. 


Merchants and lawyers select their Justices, as 


they select their grocers and butchers, because 
they serve them well, rendering the surest and 
largest returns for the least money. The Jus- 
tices themselves, instead of scattering through- 
out the city from preference to avoid competi- 
tion and secure the business of certain districte, 
huddle together around central squares and bid 
against each other for plaintiffs. It often bappens 
that the Chicago Justice administers to defend- 
ants the formal oath setting forth that he will 
not try their cause fairly, and, without « blush, 
sends the suit for trial to the nearest Justice. 
Every such oath Would be an insult if the courte 
were so constituted that impartiality were the 
rule. Here, however, it is a matter of course. 


| In most casee the Justion knows that the c

is true, the only — do- 
fendant swears that the plaintiff's Justice will 
not try the cause impartially, in order to take it 
before his own Justice, before whom he knows 
he will have as great an advantage as the plain- 
tiff would have had before the other. The cure 


tor these evils lies not in the selection of the 


Justices. We cannot well hope to get better 
ones under the present system. It lies in 
districting the city, in assigning a single Justice 
to each district, in allowing the suit to be brought | 
in any district in which either the plaintiff 
or the defendant may reside, or perhaps, 
in some cases, in the district adjoiming, 
and in thus cutting off the disgraceful scramble 


for business and fees which now converts our | 


petty courte into mere stalls for vending corrupt 
judgments. . 

The proper administration of justice in minor 
cases has probably more to do with preserving 
the peace of society than.the influence of the 
higher courts. It is the poor who in the main 
commit crime, and who are forced into the 
courts by persecution. They resort to the 
courte for protection in the degree that they 
have confidence. When they lack confidence in 
the courts they resort to their own physical 
force,—i. ¢., to lawlessness and®crime. Lawiess- 
nees in the petty courts begets lawlessness 
among the people. 

The frequency with which the criminal powers 
of the courts of Justices of the Peace are used 
by private litigants as a means of promoting 
their personal ends, or frightening timid adver- 
saries into a compliance with doubtful, and often 
unlawful, demands, is another grave conse- 
quence of the present competition between 
Justices’ courts for business. At present such 
attempts generally meet with an early check in 
the Grand-Jury room and at the hands of the 
State’s Attorney. They would far more effectu- 
ally disappear, however, if the system under 
which our Justices act were so reformed as to 
remove the evils of competition between them. 


THE MACHINERY OF RELIGION. 

The ordinary religious service is compounded 
of praise, prayer, and preaching. It would e- 
cite the liveliest horror in the orthodox mind if 
some notorious scoffer should preach or pray 
before a congregation of the faithful, but he is 
gladly allowed to take charge of the praise, nay, 
is asked to do so and paid for doing so. Why 
should this difference exist? It may be argued 
that, in singing, it is the melody, not the words, 
that the hearers need in order to lift their 
thoughts up to God, and that, therefore, it 
makes no difference whether the melody-makers 
believe in the words they use or not. But the 
melody is intended as praise of a certain definite 
God, just as prayer is intended as a request to, 
and preaching as an explanation of, such 3 
God. Is it right, then, to use in singing the 
voices of people to whom this God is either a lie 
orahorrror? If so, why not engage a man to 
read the church-service—wherever there is one 
—because he is an admirable reader, or another 
to deliver sermons because he is an excellent 
orator? They may not believe in what they 
read or speak, but the words of the prayer would 
fall more soothingly, and the thonghts of the 
sermon would strike more strongly, upon the 
hearer’s ear. This argument, weak as it seems, 
is the parallel of that which defends the practice 
of hiring singers without regard to their re- 
hgious sentiments. It is in vogue, people 
say, because such singers, by their ex- 
quisite execution, move the heart that would 
be shocked and repelled by discords. Very many 
hearts, it might be said, are so affected by mo- 
notony at the lectern and stupidity in the pulpit. 
These three things—prayer, preaching, and 
praise—are co-ordinate parts of one service, of 
equal holiness. If Christians can honestly hire 
an infidel to do one of them, they can with equal 
honesty engage him for either or both of the 
others. A Church ought to select its singers 
from among persons of well-known morals and 


religious feelings. 
* 
5 THE LIMITS OF CARICATURE. 

That caricature has, and should be allowed to 
have, a place in literature and journalism, no 
one questions. It has ita sphere, just as humor, 
wit, satire, and ridicule have their spheres. But 
then, like humor, wit, satire, and ridicule, it has 
its laws and its limits. Among its laws are, that 


it should conform to truth, and be enlisted in 


the cause of truth. To the extent that it has a 
basis in truth, and sins against no right prin- 
ciple, to that extent it is justifiable, but no far- 
ther. Oaricature that is not even decent, we 
need not say, should not be tolerated. 

Among the illustrated journals of this country, 
Harpers Weekly has won no small notoriety for 
its caricatures. We wish we could add that 
its cartoous were models, we do not mean in ex- 
ecutiou, but in their adherence to the laws which 
ahould be obeyed by artists of every description. 
We could wish, in the first place, that Mr. Nast’s 
pencil were employed in the service df truth 
only, and not prostituted, as it frequently is, to 
the purely mercenary interests of his employers. 

For some years past that journal has been 
publishing very bideous cartoons of Mr. Carl 
Schurz. It has been holding him up to the rid- 
ioule of its readers. In these caricatures of the 
Missouri Senator, however, that journal has dis- 
played neither wit mor humor; and, if it in- 
tended these pictures’ as * its ener- 
gies have been wofully misdirected. Sen- 
ator Schurz’s course since he entered 
the United States Senate has been statesmanlike 
throughout, and so far as we can discover there 


is in real statesmanship nothing ridiculous or a 


fit subject for a satirical pencil. The course of 
Harper's Weel, therefore, towards Senator 
Schurz has been unwarrantable, even according 
to their own admission; for in 6 late num- 
ber of their weekly they remarked edi- 
torially that the loss of Senator Schurz 
to public life would be a nationaljcalamity; and 
yet in the next subsequent number they had a 
cartoon representing him hurrahing over the 
President’s veto, with a most sinister and petty- 
larceny cast of countenance. The Harpers are 
now sounder on the financial: question than they 
were last fall. They consider the veto a good 
measure for the country. What sense there is 
in caricaturing Schurz because the President 
adopted his arguments in the veto message and 


| he (Schurz) approved of the veto, their readers 


will find it hard to discover. Why did they not 


President vetoed the Senate Finance bill? There 


would be as much sense and as much pomt in 
putting themselves as Mr. Schurz there.

Who has not heard of that town whose inhab- 
itants, alarmed at the insecurity of their jail, 
voted to build a new one? There was good 
logic in this’; but they at once proceeded to com- 
plicate the matter by declaring that the new 
building should be erected out of the materia! of 
the old one; and, furthermore, that, until the 
new building was completed, the old one should 
be used for the confinement of prisoners ! 

It seems to us that the opponents of the mod- 
ern¢heory of Evolution are in the same position 
as these townsmen. They recognize the neces- 
sity of the new structure; they confess the abso- 
lute need of it; they are willing to use the. old 
material over again; they admire the propor- 
tions, symmetry, and convenience of the new 
plan; but they are unwilling to vacate the old 


Ire Data, Its 


shell and to witness its demolition. » They cling 


to it with a tenacity that speaks more for their 
reverence of the old than their willingness to be 
for a time in a state of partial exposure to rude, 
conflicting, and often harsh experiences. They 
are indisposed to undergo the mental perturba- 
tion and pain which scoompany the birth of an 
idea. The old structure is decrepit and worn 
with time. It has lost here a corner, there a wall; 

scattering fragments fall with every blast ; but 
around the foundations such a mass of rubbish 
has acoumulated that it seems yet solid and en- 
during, and they dread to clear away the debris, 
and see if, after all. it rest not upon sand.

The position is simply this: Not the most 
vehement supporter of Evolution but admits its 
many and grave shortcomings. Hardly any of 
the more intelligent Theologians but admits its 
vast accumulation of explanatory phenomena, 
which, however much they may lack in giving an 
unqualified support to Evolution, are still enor- 
mously in favor of ita probability, and amply 
sufficient to cause the abandonment of the doc- 
trine of Special Creation. For this, let it be re- 
membered, is the party of the second part. It 
is one of two. Either the Special Creation of 
species, approximating in number (including 
living and extinct orgauisms) some ten millions, 
holds good ; or some process of Evolution and 
Development has producedthem. Some process 
of Evolution, we say, for upon this side authori- 
ties differ ; some Evolutioniste holding that the 
effects are a to the action of external forces, 
from physieal surroundings and the conflict of 
individuals ; others, that, through the internal 
forees of generation, influenced and aided by 
external conditions, the result has been reached. 

Bat the deep and fundamental chasm which 
divides the two parties lies beyond and above 
these matters of fact, which time alone is com- 
petent to unfold and explain, with an inereasing 
knowledge from observation and experiment. 
The lion in the path—placed there by the Theo- 
logians—is, not the manner of Evolution, but 
ite cause. Science claims that a knowledge of 
the cause is in no wise necessary to a knowledge 
of the mianner of Evolution. But, holding to 
this position, it is not thereby to be charged 
with a denial of the existence of this cause; and 
here is precisely where the difficulty occurs. 
The cause exists, say both. We, say the Theo- 
logians, hold that it is revealed qualitatively 
to every rational being, and the cause of 
Evolution is a mode or volition of the 
In ehensible Mind. We, say the BScien- 


tists, bold that the progress of Religion is 


toward a more complete recognition of a mys- | 


tery; that Science, by substituting for a specific 
comprehensive agency a less specific one, arrives 
at the same mystery, and that both eoalesce in 
the Unknowable. 

Meanwhile the preconceived ideas which many. 
centuries have ingrafted upon men through long 
series of hereditary trausmission, and from 
which a desire for emancipation has has not yet 
worked its spell, bind them, ae with triple bands 
of steel, to the dogm’s of an anthropomorphic 
agency which must be within their feeble com- 
prebenmion and understanding. They cannot 
eonsider,” says John Stuart Mill, “ the greatness 
and wisdom of God, once for all, as proved, but 
think themselves bound to be finding fresh ar- 
guments for it in every chip or stone; and 
they think nothing a proof of greatness unless 
they can wonder at it; and, to most minds, a 
wonder explained is a wonder no longer. Hence 
asort of vague feeling, as if, to their concep- 
tions, God would not be so greatef He had made 
us capable of understanding more of the laws of 
His universe; and hence a reluctance to admit 
even the most obvious explanation, lest it should 
destroy the wonder.” | 

Theologians are constantly telling us that the 
difficulties are not -theological, but scientific. 
Why, then, multiply the difficulties by falling 
back, as most of them do, upon the relations of 
the First Cause to Evolution. Prot. Winchell 


quotes from St. George Mivart, to the effect that 


the prevalence of the theory of Evolution need 
alarm po one, for it is without doubt perfectly 
consistent with the strictest and most orthodox 
CObtistian Theology.” It is precisely for the 


reuson that it is not consistent 7 


so great, and that the host of defenders of the 
“ strictest and most orthodox” Theology are 80 
loudin their denunciations; and it is for the 
reason that the improvement of aatural knowl- 

bas effected a revolution in their eoncep- 
tions of the Universe and of themselves, and 
has y altered their modes of thinking, 
and their views of right and wrong among men.” 
The opponents of Evolution prefer to transfer 
the battle from the field of Fact—whereon they 
gee the daily imcrease of knowledge slowly and 
gradually reaching an explanation of the hitherto 
aberrant and erratic phenomena, working out a 
solution to-day of what was yesterday deemed 
ener. a surely driving them from 

the ground—to the domain of Metaphysics, 
where all is mystery, and where they may wage 
the contest with shadowy and unreliable 
weapons, and essay tograpple with the thought 


branches of the inquiry will undoubtedly throw

struction of any creed or belief. Evolu- 
tion comprises the system of the Uni- 
verse. It deals with the history of the 
planets and the stars, It reaches back to 
the earliest beginning of geologic changes.

It follows up 
the childhood. maturity, and decay of all organic 
beings, not less than the growth of sogietics, 

„and laws. It measures the motion 


N of the molecules in the brain, not less than the 
motion of the molecules in crystals. Within its 


scope is included a systematic investigation of 
the canges which govern men’s moral actions,— 
their moods, beliefs, aspirations, and esthetic 
sentiments. Right and wrong, truth and falsity, 


the pernicious deeds of the individual and the 


promptings of his better nature, are as much 
subjects of its inquiry as the lawa of matter, 
motion, and force. 

It is not for the purpose of answering the ob- 
jections brought forward by Prof. Winchell that 
we have placed his work at the head of this arti- 
cle. We find much to commend in his little 
essay; much that will prove of value to the 


Evolutionist, as well as to him who opposes | 


Evolution. Compared with too many-authors 


whose criticisms upon Evolution appear almost 


daily, he shows a fairness and candor which de- 
serve imitation. But, as he has chosen to treat 
of Evolution in its relations to Theisin, and as 
this is the ground to which the argument is 
finally. transferred, it. seems well to make it 
clear that this issue is outside and 
beyond argument. Science 16 content to 
rest witha First Cause witbout seeking to un- 
derstand it, and, while not denying an 
pomorphie agency, to demand that whatever 
previous conceptions we may have, whether they. 
be the faith of our fathers, the teachings of tra- 
ditionary history, or the assumptions of Theolo- 
gians, they shall not bias the inquirer in his 
search for the Truth. If we have a duty ix the 
matter,—says the man who has done most to un- 
fold the doctrine of Evolution,—it is that we 
submit ourselves in all humility to the estab- 
lished limits of our intelligence, and not per- 
veragly to rebel against them. With this: duty 
and position,—the affirmation of a sufficient 
Cause, while leaving the definition of its per- 
sonality, attributes, thoughts, schemes, and 
designs, as something beyond our power to 
understand or comprehend,—men of Science 
cease to vex their souls with any search for 
those ultimate truths which underlie all phenom- 
ena, as well asthe very essence of our being 
and all that surrounds us. H.
